AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 
FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 95-15, 
WHICH CREATED AN ENTERPRISE ZONE 
DEVELOPMENT AGENCY, A PUBLIC BODY 
CORPORATE AND POLITIC TO FUNCTION WITHIN 
THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF WEST PALM BEACH, 
e RIVIERA BEACH, BELLE GLADE AND SOUTH BAY; 
PROVIDING FOR AMENDMENT TO SECTION 4; 
PROVIDING FOR THE REPEAL OF LAWS IN 
CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 
CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCE; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY AND AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 
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WHEREAS, the legislature of the State of Florida has 
enacted the Florida Enterprise Zone Act of 1994 authorized by 
Sections 290.001-290.016, Florida Statutes (the "Act"). 

WHEREAS, the Act authorizes any county or municipality to 
create a public body corporate and politic to be known as an 
"enterprise zone development agency". 

WHEREAS, for an area nominated by a county and one or 
more municipalities jointly, the county shall create the 
agency. 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners adopted 
Ordinance 95-15 creating the enterprise zone development 
agency. 

WHEREAS, the State of Florida has designated the area 
nominated by Palm Beach County as an Enterprise Zone. 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners determined 
that certain powers and responsibilities under Section 
290.0056 should be delegated to the enterprise zone 
development agency in order to perform their duties. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, Ordinance 95-15

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or 
word of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to 
be unconstitutional, inoperative, or void, such holding shall 
not affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 
of Section 5. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made 


a part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach 


County, Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word 


"ordinance" may be changed to "section", "article", or other

SECTION 6. EFFECTIVE DATE: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective 
upon filing with the Department of State.
